Eoronto, April 2v.—Toronto was vis- 
ited last evening with the, most devas- 
tating fire In the history of the city, it 
not in the Dominion, It breke out Mm 
the premises of E. anid S. Currie, neck- 
wear manufacturers, 58 and 60.
